With this Foundation of 1 FRO 0 
ing, and very early Promiſes of a farther 
Improvement in all uſeful Studies, he was 
removꝰd to Chriſt Church in Oxford. From 
his firſt Entrance into that Univerſity 
he was very much eſteem'd for the Sim- 
plicity of his Manners, the Agreeableneſs 
his Converſation, a1 d the uncommon 
Delicacy of his All his Univerſi- 
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Mr. Jo an:Pnulllyes. 3 
ty Exerciſes were receivid with Ap- 
plauſe, and in that Place ſo famous for 
good Senſe, and a true Spirit, he in a ſnort 
time grew to be Superiour to moſt of his 
Contemporaries, here to have been their 
Equal only, had been a ſufficient Praiſe 
There it was that following the natural 
Bent of his Genius, beſide other valuable 
Authors, he became acquainted with M-

ous of pleaſing, Such was the humble 


Opinion that he conceiv'd of his own good

ous to others; as if he was aſham d that

This indeed was a part 
which diſtinguiſh'd him as much from al- 
moſt all other Poets as his manner of Wri- 
ting did, he being one of thoſe few who 
were equally averſe to Flattery and Detra- 
_ Qtion. He never went out of the. way for 
a Panegyrick, or forc'd his Invention to be 
ſubſervient to his Gratitude; but interwove 
his Characters ſo well with the Thread of 
his Poetry, and adapted them fo juſtly to 
the Merit of the Perſons, that they all ap- 
pear Natural, Beautiful, and of a piece 
with the Poem. If it be reckon'd difficult to 
iſe well, for our Author not to.err in 
Heck a Variety is much more ſo, and looks |} 
like the maſterly Hand of a great Painter, 
who can draw all ſorts of Beauties, and at 
the ſame time that he gives them their pro- 
per Charms, happily diſtinguiſhes them

As to his CypER, it is one (if not the 


only) finiſh'd Poem of that length extant 


in our Language, the Foundation of that 
Work was laid, and the firſt Book com- 
pos'd at Oxford; the ſecond, for the moſt 

rt in Town. He was determin'd to the 
Choice of that Subject, by the violent 
Paſſion he had, to do ſome Honour to his 


Native Country, and has therefore ex- 


erted all the Powers of Genius, and Art 
to make it compleat. It is founded upon 
the Model of Vixeir's Georgicks, and 
comes the neareſt of any other to that ad- 
mirable Poem, which the Criticks prefer 
to the Divine Æueid. Yet tho? it is eaſy 
to diſcern who was his Guide in that dif; 
ficult way, we may obſerve that he comes 
after rather like a Purſuer than a Follow. 
er, not tracing him Step after Step, but 
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chuſing thoſe Paths in which he might 
eaſieſt overtake him, All his Imitations 
are far from being ſervile, tho? ſometimes 
very cloſe, at other times he brings in a 
new Variety, and entertains us with 
Scenes more unexpected and pleaſing per- 
haps than his Maſter's themſelves were 
to thoſe who firſt ſaw that Work. The 
Conduct and Management are Superiour 
to all other Copyers of that Original, and 
even the admir'd Rayixn is much below 
him, both in Deſign and Succeſs, for the 
Frenchman either fills his Gardens with 
the idle Fables of Antiquity, or new 
Transformations of his own, and has in 
Contradiction to his own Rules of Cri- 
ticiſm, injudiciouſly blended the ſerious 
and ſublime Style of VIx GIL, with the 

elegant Turns of Ovip in his Metamor- 
Pois. Nor has the great Genius of Mr. 
Cow kx ſucceeded better in his Books of
